Do you know the symptoms?

The number of women with 
AIDS in Palm Beach County 
doubled in. 1991, according to 
Marilyn Campbell, an out- 
spoken AIDS victim. 

Ms. Campbell speaks with 
first-hand knowledge of the 
disease - she has been HIV 
positive since 1985. 

She spoke to participants at 
an AIDS Awareness Luncheon 
last week in Belle Glade. The 
luncheon was one of a series of 
events held last week in honor 
of World AIDS Awareness 
Week. 

Angry at the government, 

Ms. Campbell says it has 
ignored women with the dis- 
ease, 
"I think the attitude of the 
government is criminal," she 
said. "There is a saying in the 
‘AIDS community "Women don't 
live with AIDS, they just die 
from it.” à 

Nationwide, the-percentagėè 
of ‘AIDS victims who are 
women ‘ig 11 percent. In Palm 
Beach County, Ms. Campbell 
said, it's 17 percent. 

Cathy Robinson, another 
woman who is HIV positive, 
also spoke-to the group. She 
said her strength comes from 
her family who are very 
supportive. Her father teaches 
at the local community college. 
She lives with her'parents in 
Clewiston.

What you will end up doing, although you 
think you have a good price, is paying to have it 
hauled off and the tipping fee to have it 
dumped. He does not tell you this up front, so 
you think you're getting a good deal when he 
tells you what.the price is. I was taken in to 
later find,out that I had to pay the dumping fee. 
This man said he would haul it off for a small 
fee and then I would have to pay the tipping fee. 

I just want the residents in this area to know 
and be aware that there are people out there 
who will take advantage of you, especially this 
time of year during the holidays. 

‘Two of my neighbors were also taken in by 

this. I just want you to be aware of this and not 
be taken in.

This disease does not have to be a death 
sentence. A persons mental attitude is 
everything! The fear and hiding that is reality 
for people who are diagnosed with HIV is what 
makes people suffer more than the disease itself. 

Robert Burton once wrote "For grief concealed 
strangles the soul; but when as we shall but 
impart it to some discreet, trusting and living 
friend, it is instantly removed.” 

Our.communities must become educated to the 
facts of this disease. 

It is horrifying the numbers of people who ask 
me how this disease is transmitted and even 
more scary is the fact that so many people think 
they are safe because they can "tell" if someone 
has HIV or AIDS. 

‘Trust me. If I did not tell you, you would not 
know. 

The facts are, you can only get this disease 
three ways, sexually - there is no such thing as 
safe sex, only safer sex, - from blood and blood 
products, this includes shared drug needles, and 
a mother may pass it to her unborn child. 
However, the odds are in the child's favor to be 
healthy. 

There is no reason to fear someone who has 
the virus, as long as you are not having risky 
behavior with someone who is infected. You are 
in much greater danger from someone who is in 
denial or hiding. 

This disease is preventable and we must dispel 
our fears and educate ourselves and our
